ing, which ig proposed for erection in the post-war period, i 
was announced today by Mrs. F. H. Manker, librarian. 


The proposed size and locati 
Thursday, evening action was for 
the purpose of obtaining pros- 
pective plans and estimates on a 
building which would be adequate 
to meet the needs of Upland. 


Mrs. Manker related that the 
present. structure was erected 
more than 30 years ago, opening 
with: about 1200 books, and very 
few patrons. The library has now 
grown until it has 27,291 volumes 
and a membership of 3,897. The 
membership increased 440 during 
the past year. This growth and 
development. have made the pres- 
ent structure inadequate to ac- 
commodate the patrons and pro- 


,. Vide the services usually fur-| 
‘snished by libraries, 


Mrs. Man- 
‘Ker stated there has been a grow- 
ing demand for a new building |. 
for ‘several years. 

The library board, with J. Em- 
ery Sargant presiding, also re- 
viewed and approved the reports 
for the year which closed. July 1. 
During the past year the library 
was visited by 36,248 people, of |, 
jwhom 9,090 were listed as young 
folks below the seventh grade. 
The total circulation was 62,764, 
an increase of more than 1,400 
over 1942-43, 

The library collected $551.53 in 
fines and rentals during the past 


‘year and received $9,970 in taxes. 


The balance June 31, was $62.06 
in cash, plus $1,350.75 (actual 
purchase price) in War Bonds. 
The latter figure includes a bond 
contributed by the Upland Busi- 
ness and Professional 
club. 

During this past year 1,402 
books (including 183 as gifts). 
were added to the library ‘at a 
cost of $2,341.27, for an average 
cost of $1.90 for the 1,219 books 
purchased.

Upland Planning commission 
‘went on record last night against 
the proposed construction by the 
Upland Lemon Growers associa- 
tion of a permanént structure to 
house its Mexican national em- 
ployes. 

This action came after discus- 
sion of the proposed plans by the 
commission members, The follow- 
ing resolution dealing with the 
matter was. adopted: 

“Whereas, the Upland Lemon 
Growers association proposes to 
build permanent = struture or 
structures for the housing of its 
employes and, whereas, the pro- 
posed plans have been considered 
and discussed by the planning 
commission and same have been 
found to be not in keeping with 
accepted standards for permanent 
dwelling quarters, and 

“Whereas, the planning ‘com- 
mission is not unmindful of the 
immediate needs of the associa- 
tion for living quarters to house 
the Mexican nationals to be 
brought into the Upland district 
during the next harvest season, 

Now, therefore, be it resolved 
that the planning commission 
should and it hereby does go on 
record against the construction 
of a permanent structure or 
structures as those proposed by 
said association, and 

“Be it further resolved that the 
planning commission should and 
it hereby does recommend to the 
said association that it make ev- 








| ery possible effort to construct a 


temporary structure to meet its 
immediate needs.” 

Plans have been prepared for 
erecting a proposed dormitory 
building by the association on 
Campus avenue at Fourteenth 
street.

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RED GROSS WOMEN 
‘MAKE NIGE RECORD 
WITH SHORTER DAYS 


Women of the Upland chapter 
of the American Red Cross, in 
| the surgical dressing section, 
have turned in a most enviable 
record of accomplishment for the 
month of June. 

The department, under the di- 
| rection of Mrs. E. F. Pelton, pro- 
{duced 36,185 dressings during 
June, as compared with 37,658 in 
May. The accomplishment is in 
pe fact that during June there 
were 484 women working but 
four-hour days; while in May 
there were 509 women’ working 
six-hour days. 

No one would venture an an- 
swer to this improved record, 
other than possibly the first four 
hours of a day are usually the 
best working hours, and then it 
mignt be that experience has 
played a part. The monthly 
quota for the Upland Red Cross 
is 20,000 dressings. 

The Upland Red Cross has two 
other divisions, with the one at 
San Antonio Heights producing 
3,582 dressings and the one at 
Alta Loma, 8,300 dressings. The 
Upland women produced 24,303 
dressings during June. 


Miss Eunice Mitchell, executive 
secretary of the Upland Red 
Cross, states this is one of the 
in-between times for this unit. 
Upland has virtually filled all or- 
ders, except for the surgical 
dressings, and they are now 
awaiting new instructions ane ar- 
rival of Sees.
